Although the enclosed OLC letter to me is dated 3/28/80 it did not ttexst fafe 
reach :.ie until yesterday. 

The OLG letter states tliat the records had not been provided to me in response 
to my 1977 request because they are allegedly exempt under (b)(l) and (b)( 5 ). How- 
ever, 1 was not informed of their existence and no claim to exemption for them was made 
to withhold thorn. Whether or not kb)(‘5) is applicable, whether if it is nothing is 
reasonably so gre gable , examination of the formerly classified records discloses that 
with one possible exception they are not properly subject to classification, were not 
properly cias.ified, and the one exception was in the public domain, including by 
my publication of it in 1967. 

With regard to the documents said to be those of other agencies and the OLG hope 
that they wil comply separately, I have no reason to believe that this lias happened 
and no means of recognizing it if it does because there is no list of such records 
provided. Whether or not withholding and referral are proper after more than a decade 
qad a half, and with all that iias been made public, there doesn't appear to be any 
need to witiihold identification of the referred records, assuming they were referred, 
as this let mr does not state. i.Dbes the department not ’nave a choice between providing 
the records or referring them to these other agencies?) 

With regard to the appendices provided, I do not want to make an unequivocal 
statement without opportunity for more consideration and consultation with others but 
I do state unequivocally that some of what was classified until 3/28/80 was published 
by the Warren Commission, some has for years been available in the Archives and much, 
quite obviously, was never subject to classification, lfy belief is that most was in 
the public domain. 

What is provided is not all OLG records. 1 know of others involving me and the sf&JifcSt 




subject matter. 

'i'he OmC records tiiat are provided are interesting, historically important, but 
also are incomplete, -'or example, there are references to an intelligence connection 
oi clay blww, but no record indicating tills infon.iation is pi'o'jjidod. (lie was u bucholor 
and iias been dead for years.) His connections with the Cl A and Fill have been public 
knowledge for years, an^ not by Garrison's statement, wliich are not dependable. Xl e 
was and he should have been an FBI source 0 The CIA has acknowledged -their association, 
which I published in 1 l j67. 

All Garrison, Sliaw and David Ferrie records are also witliin my current litigation. 
Tiiis information originates in the field, which has not provided all of it. x t also was 
not provider in the general JFK HCi releases. 

Tiiis is another of the very old matters that was supposed to receive what it did 
not get, priority attention., l therefore file this promptly, in the hope you may begin 
to give it the overdue attention. I will, when I can, give the records provided much 
closer attention, as I also will, promptly, if you^require it. 

There is reference to my FOIa request of the Watergate Special Frosecuiot. It is 
not accurate, l'iy request of it was not verbal, although when it was ignored I went to 
tiiat office and got nowhere. Hr. -Cesar was with me. .1 first went to the' USA’s office, 
and was referred to the Cox office. I then submitted the request in writing. It was 
for wiiat was within the public doi.iain by having been used as evidence in the trials. 

The OLC letter is inaccurate in stating that all of the five documents are disclosed 
in their entirety except for the fifth, dated 1/9/69. The first, dated 2/18/75, has all of 
pages 2 qnd 3 withheld. It also was not classified, as the. letter says it was. The attach- 
ment also was not provided. The second record, dated 8/16/72, has an excision pertaining 
to me on page 2 for which no claim to exemption is made, "...we wondered whether the 
FBI's reaction may have been influenced by the extremely unpleasant impression. jnmjEsiHii 
projected by Weisberg (excision)" This also is among the references to. other recordd 
not provided. These include FBI records. The attachment ("packet") is not provided. 
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
